Kingdom exports in the 
a new record at £406°6 

million, £16°5 million higher than the previous 
one reached in the second quarter. The volume is 
estimated at 138 per cent. of the 1938 average 
compared with 134 in April-June and 126 in the 
first quarter. Although exact comparisons over 
long periods are not possible, the volume of exports 
in the third quarter is certainly the highest since 
the fourth quarter of 1929. 

The value of total imports in the third quarter 
(£5246 million) was £13°7 million lower than 
the record set up in the previous quarter and 
{6°38 million higher than at this time last year. 
Re-exports have shown only small variations this 
year and in the third quarter the value (£15°8 
million) was only £0°1 million less than in the 

. second quarter; consequently the

£13°6 million to £508°8 million. In 
spite of this decline the volume of retained imports 
increased slightly from 81 to 82 per cent., the 
average value index number having fallen by 4 per 
cent. 

The results of the revaluation* of imports and 
exports in the third quarter of 1948 in terms of 1938 
prices, together with comparable figures for the 
six previous quarters and for 1946 and 1938 are 
given in the table overleaf and provide the basis 
for a quantitative analysis of our foreign trade. 
A detailed review of our import and export trade 
in the third quarter appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal of October 23. In this article the subject 
is treated on broader lines with commodity groups 
a8 the units, and index numbers of volume and 
average values for each class and group of exports, 
imports and retained imports, together with corres-

ponding figures for the two preceding quarters are 
given on pages 827, 828 and 829. 

Index numbers of average values show broadly the 
aggregate effect of changes in prices between 1938 
and recent periods. They are, however, not only 
affected by price changes, but also by changes in 
the composition of trade from quarter to quarter, 
resulting from seasonal movements, particularly 
in the case of imports, as well as from other causes. 
They therefore do not give a reliable measure of 
the movements in the terms of trade over short 
periodsf. 

As explained in the previous article in this series, 
the movement in the terms of trade over short periods 
is best measured by the import and export price 

; index numbers. These figures indi- 

eg ” cate that on balance there was 
rade virtually no change in the terms of 
trade between the second and third quarters. Import 
prices were between 1 and 2 per cent. higher on average 
than in the second quarter, whereas between the first 
and second quarters the index had risen by over 4 per 
cent. The gradual upward movement of export 
prices (which had remained almost stationary for 
four months), was resumed in August, so that the 
average for the quarter was 1 per cent. higher than 
in the previous period. The terms of trade are still 
about 6 per cent. less favourable than on the average 
during last year. The adverse movement between 
1938 and 1947 is estimated (on the basis of the average 
value index numbers) at 16 per cent., so that the 
terms of trade in the third quarter may be estimated

United Kingdom Exports 


The volume of exports in the third quarter rose by 
cent. to 138 per cent. of the 1938 average, compared with 
the target of 154 per cent. (rounded down to 150 per cent.) 
for the end of the year. The table opposite shows how 
exports of the major groups compare with the volume 
targets. 

Food, drink and tobacco exports, at 96 per cent. of the 
1938 volume, were 8 per cent. lower than in the previous 
period, mainly because of smaller exports of sugar (in the 
miscellaneous food group). The volume of tobacco exported 
remained unchanged. Coal exports showed a 
expansion of one-fifth over the second quarter and an 
increase of only 8 per cent. is needed to reach the target 
rate. 

Manufactured Articles 

Exports of manufactures were 4 per cent. higher than in 
the second quarter at 58 per cent. above the 1938 level. 
Metal goods as a whole showed a small rise of 3 per cent. 
to more than double the 1938 average, and thus reached 
their target. Electrical goods and machinery which showed 
no increase over the previous quarter were the only groups 
in this category which did not reach the target rate. 
Machinery was only 5 per cent. below the target, but 
exports of electrical goods, for which an increase during 
the year of more than a quarter was aimed at, still had to 
rise by one-sixth to reach their target. Exports of vehicles 
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showed a further small increase over the second quarter's 
figure, largely as a result of high exports of ships.

the 1938 rate. Compared with the second quarter, cotton, 
wool and silk and rayon goods rose by 18, 7 and 12 per cent. 
respectively, and in each case were the highest since the 
war. Clothing exports rose by nearly one-eighth to the 
highest for over a year, but exports of other textiles fell 
by about 6 per cent. The group nearest its target was silk 
and rayon, where a further increase of one-tenth is aimed at. 
The volume of chemicals exported has been rising steadily 
since the end of 1947 and this quarter it was the highest 
for nearly two years. Exports of paper, which just exceeded 
the volume in the first quarter, were the highest since the 
war and one-fifth above the 1938 level. The quantity in 
the pottery, glass, etc., group, though still double the 1938 
average, was not quite maintained at the high level of the 
previous quarter, and this group still needed an expansion 
of 11 per cent. to reach the target. Rubber exports also 
showed a fall from the high figure for the second quarter. 


Retained Imports 


The volume of imports of food, drink and tobacco retained 
in the third quarter rose slightly and reached three-quarters 
of the 1938 volume, the highest for a year and just equal 
to the 1947 average. The index number for grain and flour 
remained fairly high at 89, while the figure for animal 
feeding stuffs, (53), though little more than half the 1938 
volume, was only one point below that for the first quarter 
and was otherwise the highest since 1941. The volume of 
meat imported, three-fifths of that in 1938, rose a little 
compared with the second quarter, but was otherwise the 
lowest for three years. There was a further fall for dairy 
produce to 52 per cent. of 1938. The index for fresh fruit 
and vegetables fell to 74 from the rather high figures for the 
first half of the year, and miscellaneous foodstuffs at 79 
were also lower. Beverages and cocoa preparations, though 
rising a little to only 5 per cent. short of the 1938 average, 
were still well below the high figure recorded in the first 
quarter. 

The most ourstanding change in this class was for tobacco, 
which, after falling from 56 per cent. of 1938 in the first

quarter to only 26 per cent. in the second, rose again in the 
third to 138 per cent., the highest for nearly two years. This 
was the only group in the class to exceed the 1938 average. 


Reductions in Raw Materials 


The index number for raw materials at 87 per cent. of 1938 
was slightly lower than in either of the first two quarters 
of the year, but above the 1947 average (83 per cent.). 
The most important reduction, compared with the previous 
quarter, was in retained imports of raw cotton, which fell 
by almost one-half to 50 per cent. of the 1938 volume. 
The index for raw wool was down by over one-quarter to 65, 


the lowest for a year and a half, while there was a fall of 


about one-quarter for miscellaneous textile materials to 
61 per cent. of 1938. Retained imports of oils, oilseeds, 
etc., fell by about one-seventh, but were still within 2 per 
cent. of the 1938 average. The index for this group has 
remained above or very near the 1938 level since the second 


quarter of 1947. There were reductions also for non- 
metalliferous mining products and non-ferrous ores. 

An increase of two-thirds for wood and timber brought the 
volume to 81 per cent of pre-war, though this is substan- 
tially below the figure of 125 for the corresponding period of 
last year. The volume of rubber retained in the third 
quarter was nearly one-third higher than in the previous 
three months, partly owing to smaller re-exports, and at 
184 per cent. of 1938 was the highest for nearly two years, 
Iron ore and scrap rose by one-tenth to more than one and 
a half times the pre-war figure and the quantity of ore 
imported was the highest ever recorded. There were small 
increases for hides and skins (14 per cent. above 1938 
owing to much smaller re-exports than in that year) and for 
paper-making materials (91 per cent. of 1938), the latter 
being the highest since the beginning of the war. 


Increased Imports of Manufactures 

The index for manufactured articles rose again in the 
third quarter and reached 87, the highest since the end of the 
war. The two largest groups in this class, non-ferrous 
metals and manufactured oils, which together account for 
nearly half the total value, both rose and were considerably 
higher than in 1938. The high figure for non-ferrous nictals 
(126—an increase of 15 per cent. compared with the second 
quarter) was partly due to the almost negligible re-exports, 
which were considerable in 1938. Manufactured oils 
(mainly refined petroleum) rose by about 7 per cent. to 158 
and were the highest since the middle of 1945. 

Among the other important groups of manufactures, 
retained imports of machinery have remained within 10 
per cent. of the 1938 figure since the beginning of this 
year, and chemicals (106) have been slightly above it. 
There were increases of about one-quarter each for cotton 
goods and miscellaneous textiles (mainly jute manufactures 
to 158 and 128 per cent. of 1938 respectively. Small 
reductions were recorded for woollen and worsted goods and 
for paper, cardboard, etc. 


Average Values 


The index number of average values of total imports 
fell by 3 per cent. compared with the previous quarter. 
The index for food, drink and tobacco showed a similar 
movement, although average values of grain and flour, the 
largest group, rose by a further 5 per cent. and dairy produce 
by 8 percent. The main groups to show decreases were meat, 
beverages and cocoa preparations, and fresh fruit and 
vegetables, all of which fell by roughly 10 per cent. How- 
ever, the average values of all these groups are liable to 
fluctuate on account of changes in composition as well as 
price. Of the three main classes, 1:aw materials showed 
the largest movement—a fall of 5 per cent.—but here cotton 
was the only important group which fell significantly. 
The average value of this group dropped by 7 per cent. 
after the exceptional increase of 56 per cent. between the 
first and second quarters, but was still five times as high 
as in 1938. Among imports of manufactured goods, 
average values of the largest group, manufactured oils 
(mainly refined petroleum) were 8 per cent. lower—the 
first reduction for well over a year. Average values of 
cotton goods, which last quarter were nearly six times as 
high as in 1938, fell by one-eighth. 

The rise in the average index for all exports barely 
exceeded 1 per cent. Average values of food, drink and 
tobacco fell by 5 per cent., mainly as a result of changes in 
the composition of exports in this class. The average 
value of coal exported remained virtually unchanged, and 
for manufactures as a whole it rose by only 2 per cent. The 
biggest increases were those for machinery and cotton goods, 
both of which rose by 5 per cent. The changes in averag 
values of wool manufactures and clothing were negligible. 
while silk and rayon and other textiles showed small de 
creases of 2 and 5 per cent. respectively. The substantial 
drop in the average value index for non-ferrous metals was 
the result of changes in the composition of the group, 
aluminium exports, the price of which has risen much less 
than that of other metals since 1938, forming a. highe! 
proportion of the group this quarter. 


Retail Prices Index

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President Surveys Britain’s Export 


Target of 155 for 1949 


1949 were given by the President of the Board of 

Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, in London on Monday. 
It was recalled that the President stated in a speech in the 
House of Commons on September 17 that His Majesty’s 
Government were at that time working out export targets 
for 1949, in consultation with the industries concerned. 
Although the calculations were not yet complete he expected 
that the export target to be put before the country would 
probably be of the order of 160 per cent. of the 1938 volume 
(to be achieved by the end of 1949). 

It was now announced that, as a result of further deta.led 
consideration, the end-1949 target set for United Kingdom 
exports as a whole was 155 per cent. of the volume of our 
1938 exports. The actual sum of the targets for commodity 
groups amounts to just under 160 per cent. These figures 
compare with the target for the current year (as set out in 
the ‘‘ Economic Survey for 1948 ’’) of 150 per cent., com- 
posed of individual items totalling 154 per cent. In each 
case some allowance had been made for the possibility that - 
short-falls in some industries might not be balanced by 
surpluses in others. 

The end-1948 target of 150 per cent. of the 1938 volume,

it was stated, was within sight of achievement, but it was 
expected that there would be some slowing down in the very 
rapid rate of expansion of total exports which had occurred 
during the past eight months. Most of the export categories 
were expected to record further increases during 1949, but 
in some cases the targets had had to be reduced below the 
end-1948 figures, largely because of severe import. restric- 
tions abroad and growing competition for overseas markets. 
In certain cases we should still be unable to meet the full 
demands of our overseas customers, owing to the continuing 
shortage of raw materials—a consideration which applied 
particularly to the engineering industries (due to steel 
shortage), as well as to exports of chemicals, coal, food, 
drink and tobacco. In this connection defence might 
further limit the availability of scarce materials for use 
in export industries. 


The accompanying table (Annex A) sets out the Govern- 
ment’s preliminary views of the targets to be achieved by 
the main groups of industries. It would, however, almost 
certainly be necessary to make a number of detailed 
adjustments as a result of further discussions with individual

industries, and it was therefore proposed to publish a revised 
and more detailed list of targets by the end of the year. 

As regards prices it was not being assumed that any 
change would occur in the level of export prices during 1949. 
(See also the note to the table.) 

A statement of performances against targets in the first 
three quarters of 1948 is also given for comparison (Annex 
B). 

Dealing with the individual products in the export 
targets for 1949 the President mentioned that the target 
for tobacco was being reduced because of the need to save 
dollars. They were not altogether satisfied that the amount 
of exports which might be achieved would justify financially 
the amount of dollars which it would be necessary to spend. 
Exports of refined sugar would be showing a reduction since 
it was likely that Europe would become more self-supporting 
because of the imprcuved crops of sugar-beet. It was 
hoped there would be a slight increase in whisky exports. 
There would be an increase in exports of beer, from 300,000 
standard barrels to 500,000 standard barrels, but this was 
not expected to affect supplies to the home market. It was 
expected that there would be a considerable increase also 
in exports of coal. Among other raw material export a 
considerable increase was expected in staple fibre. 

Increases in iron and steel manufactures were looked for 
to meet our commitments under bilateral trade agreements, 
for Colonial development schemes and, in so far as tin plate 
was concerned, to enable us to obtain our requirements of 
food imports. The figures here were a forecast of export 
requirements rather than a target. They expected to see a 
fall in non-ferrous metals and manufactures thereof. Cutlery 
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implements, instruments, etc., had done very well in 1948 
and they thought there was a prospect that they would do 
even better next year. 

A small increase was expected in exports of electrica| 
goods and apparatus, chiefly in wires and cables, wireless 
apparatus, and telephone and telegraphic equipment, 
Machinery was expected to show an increase, always pro- 
vided that defence needs did not affect the industry to a 
great extent, whilst there was also the question of stee| 
supplies affecting capacity to make the goods. Agricultura] 
machinery had been one of the most successful exports 
in 1948. Exports of tractors had been particularly success. 
ful, and were expected to go up in 1949, and electrical] 
machinery exports also should increase. 

The motor car industry was prevented from exporting as 
much as it could because of shortage of steel, but it was 
expected that exports of commercial vehicles would go up 
because of commitnents we had accepted under the 
Organization for European Economic Co-operation. Rubber 
tyres were included in this group, and it was expected that 
exports of these would go up. 

The President drew attention to the increased target for 
cotton goods which was to go up from 79 per cent. of the 
1938 volume to 85 per cent. Prices of cotton goods had 
risen very considerably this year and the increased value of 
the target for 1949, therefore, gave an unduly optimistic 
picture of the increase to be achieved. The volume figure 
gave a truer indication of the rise to be aimed at. It was 
still true that the bottleneck was one of available supplies

‘The increase could only be 
met by diversion from the home market because there was 
not sufficient to meet requirements for export and the 
home market. 

Wool exports, apart from high-class worsteds, were 
likely to be affected so far as piece-goods were concerned by 
market possibilities abroad, particularly import restrictions, 
rather than by the amount we could supply. It was 
expected that the target for woollen and worsted piece- 
goods would be reduced as compared with this year. 
But there would be an increase in tops, yarn and carpets 
which would make good practically the whole of the falling 
off in piece-goods. There would be a slight reduction in 
exports of apparel owing to import restrictions in countries 
abroad, 

The footwear target for 1948 was no longer expected 
to be achieved and the figure had been written down for 
1949 in the light of experience. We were not large exporters 
of footwear before the war. The high-class footwear had 
been sclling in foreign markets much more than the cheaper 
types. 

The chemical industry had as its first priority supplies 
to the home market, as so many other industries depended 
onit. We hoped, however, to export more paint, insecticides 
and miscellaneous chemicals in 1949. The chemical industry 
was regarded more as a dollar saver than an export industry. 

[It was hoped to sec a further increase in exports of pottery 
und glass. So far as decorated pottery was concerned we 
could greatly our exports. There was still an 
insatisfied Gemand both in the United States and Canada.

Targets for leather, paper and rubber manufactures were 
being reduced owing to difficulties in selling abroad. Indeed 
h to the whole problem had been affected by 
import restrictions abroad. The President, however, gave 
a warning that the reduction in the export targets of these 
and other consumer goods industries did not imply that any 
additional quantities would become available for the home 
market, bearing in mind the existing production and raw 
material difficulties.

The targets were regarded as realistic and within the 
capacity of industry to achieve. The target of 155 per cént. 
for the end of 1949 was a peak month figure. We had not 
achieved and did not expect to achieve an average of 150 
throughout the year 1948. The average for 1948 was 
likely to be about 138, which 1epresented a big difference 
d with the peak month. Thus the total average 
shout 1949 was expected to be considerably less than 
nint for the peak month.

On the question of maintaining a proper balance between 
home and overseas demand for capital goods, the President 
said that in setting the export targets for plant and machin- 
ery we have had to take account not only of the export 
possibilities, but also of the proper claim of home investment 
as provided for in the General Investment Programme and 
in the programme for particular industries. Over a wide 
field there is no hold-up because the willing investor cannot 
obtain the plant he requires within the limit set by restric- 
tions on building. But where total claims exceed supply a 
valance has to be struck; and balance of payments con- 
‘iderations still require export to be regarded as a first 
priority. The Government has, however, always kept 
this problem under constant review to ensure that we obtain 
the best. return for the capital goods available, either by 
‘xport or by home investment. 


Imports of Raw Calfskins from 
France 


Following upon discussions with the Board of Trade, 
the French Government have agreed that a quantity of raw 

calfskins shall be released for export to the United Kingdom, 

Consideration is now being given to the implementation 
of this agreement and in the meantime the Board of Trade 
announce that when purchases are made they will only buy 
lots (through their agents) direct from French public auction 

sales and submission of the original invoices from these 
sales will be required. No offers from dealers will be 
entertained. 

Applications for export licences from France are not in 
any case to be presented until instructions have been 
published by the French Government Authorities.

The index for total imports, which had remained sta- 
tionary between July and August, fell by 1 per cent. last 
month, while the index number for United Kingdom ex- 
ports rose by a further 1 per cent. The decline in import 
prices and the continued rise in export prices resulted, 
therefore, in a further favourable movement in the terms 
of trade in September. 

Among the three main classes of imports only food, 
drink and tobacco showed no decline. The index for raw 
materials was 2} per cent. below the previous month owing 
chiefly to lower prices for cotton and wool, while the index 
for manufactures which had been substantially unaltered 
since June fell in September to the April level 

The index number for exports of food, drink and tobacco 
went up only by } per cent. and that for raw materials by 
1 per cent., as also did manufactures as a whole. Prices of 
textiles, which advanced sharply in August, were unaltered 
in September, but the index for metal goods was nearly 2 per 
cent. above August; prices of miscellaneous manufactures 
were little changed.

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Men’s, Youths’ and Boys’ 
Outerwear Prices 


HE Board of Trade have issued an Order* which 

abolishes from November 1 the cost-plus element in 

the old method of price control and schedules new 
manufacturers’ maximum prices for men’s, youths’ and 
boys’ outerwear. For garments made of Utility wool 
cloth, these new maximum prices are the same as the old 
overriding maximum prices (generally referred to as 
‘* ceiling ’’ prices). Maximum prices for garments made of 
Utility cotton cloth have, however, been raised to take 
account to some extent of recent increases in the cost of 
Utility cotton cloth which in turn resulted from increases 
in the price of raw cotton earlier in the year. 

The manufacturers’ have agreed that there should be no 
increase in the maximum prices for garments made of 
Utility wool cloth on the removal of cost-plus in spite of the 
increased cost of cotton linings, the increase in the cost of 
Utility wool cloth already announced and other increases 
in costs, such as the additional contributions for National 
Insurance. Moreover, no allowance has been made for any 
fall in the general level of activity in the industry. These 
various factors taken together would normally have meant 
an increase of several per cent. in the ceiling prices for these 
garments, but the manufacturers have agreed to absorb 
these increased costs within the present maximum prices.

The Board of Trade have issued an Order* which provides 
that from November 1, 1948, the manufacturers’ maximum 
prices for Utility waterproofs are maximum cash prices 
only instead of ‘‘ cost plus’’ with overriding maximum 
prices as previously. 

The maximum cash prices for waterproofs made from 
unsubsidized cloths (i.e., cloths of a specification number 
preceded by the letter ‘‘ X ’’) are higher thaa the previous 
overriding maximum prices for such garments.

Exhibition of Danish Art Treasures 


An exhibition of Danish Art Treasures Throughout the 
Ages was opened by the King of Denmark at the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, South Kensington, on Wednesday. 
It will remain open until January 2. Organized by the 
Danish Government, with the co-operation of more than 
20 famous museums and private collections in Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden and Great Britain, over 2,000 exhibits 
have been arranged in the Museum to show every facet of 
Danish achievements in the arts. The value of the exhibits 
is in the region of £3 million. 


The exhibition shows that Danish civilization has its 
roots in remote history, and that throughout the centuries 
Denmark has taken an honoured place within the tradition 
and civilization of Western Europe. 

The exhibition also aims at giving an idea of the many 
links and cultural relations between Britain and Denmark, 
and shows that in this cultural relationship throughout the 
ages Denmark has not always been the debtor. This does 
not mean that the exhibition tries to establish which country 
has produced the better things in the various periods. 
The aim is to show relationships as well as contrasts, what 
the countries have had in common, as well as what is 
different in their respective traditions. The exhibition 
has considerable industrial as well as artistic and cultural 
interests. There are examples of 18th century earthenware 
produced at a number of factories near Copenhagen and 
from Slesvig. Good shape and beautifully drawn and 
painted, occasionally humorous, decorations characterize 
the products of the time. In order to improve the products 
of the home furniture industry and to support native fac- 
tories against foreign competition the ‘‘ Royal Furniture 
House ’’ was founded toward the end of the 18th century, 
and examples are shown of the good taste and craftsman- 
ship which did much to raise the standard of production. 
In the first half of the 19th century a circle of artist-friends 
designed individual and exquisite furniture for each others’ 
homes. 


During the last decades Danish industrial and decorative 
art has become famous abroad, and traditional examples 
are shown of the silversmiths’ craft and the products of the 
porcelain and ceramic factories. Modern Danish furniture 
is not for the man of taste and means alone ; simple, factory 
made furniture of functional quality has developed. 
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British Car Secrets Out at First 
Post-war Motor Show

national Motor Exhibition at Earls Court, London, 

on Wednesday the British people and visitors from 
overseas were able to see a comprehensive display of the 
post-war products of the automobile industry. The 
exhibition, which will remain open until Saturday, Novem- 
per 6, is the first in its series since 1938, the 1939 show having 
been abandoned at the outbreak of war. 


From its inauguration at the Crystal Palace in 1903 this 
exhibition (much better known as the Motor Show) has 
been the high spot of the year for the industry, and has 
regularly attracted about a quarter of a million visitors. 
An official told me there was a strong possibility that, this 
time, the car-hungry would attend to the number of half 
4 million. 


Winstic the Duke of Gloucester opened the 33rd Inter- 


Its scope this year, and the number of exhibitors, is 
almost the same asin 1938. There are rather fewer exhibits 
in the car section, which totals 50 stands, because of a 
smaller foreign representation ; America, with 12 stands, 


and France with six, are the most strongly represented 
overseas territories, and the Italians are showing an Alfa- 
Romeo. 


Concentration on Fewer Types 


The fact that British exhibitors are showing fewer models 
is an indication of the industry’s determination to secure 
maximum output under existing conditions by concentra- 
tion on fewer types. About fifty of the British cars shown 
are of post-war design, many of them put into production 


only during recent months and their secrets jealously 
guarded until this week. Some of them are still ‘‘ for 
export only,” not generally seen or likely to be seen for 


some time on the roads of this country. 

Closely related to the car exhibits are displays of special- 
ized coachbuilding by firms justly renowned for their 
craftsmanship and skill in a highly individualistic art. 
More space than usual has been allocated to the marine 
section, where all types of motor boats are represented, 
from the small outboard dinghy to a 60-foot Diesel-engined 
cabin cruiser. Caravans range from small two-wheelers 
to the large residential van with an overall length of 25 feet. 
Accessories and components, tyres and transport service 
equipment are also well in evidence among the 500 stands, 
and the leading motoring associations have their advice 
bureaux. 

The exhibition has been arranged by the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders, who have squarely 
placed the emphasis on foreign trade. Buyers from all 
parts of the world have been invited, at the enthusiastic 
instigation of overseas agents and distributors of exhibitors’ 
products. At the present time 75 per cent. of Britain’s 
car output is being exported, which means that we are 
sending abroad about 20,000 cars a month. The value of 
this business, in which Britain leads the world, is £70 
million of overseas currency a year, 40 per cent. of it 
“hard.” Together with accessories, components, com- 
mercial vehicles and agricultural tractors, the exports of 
the industry as a whole bring in the valuable sum of £140 
million a year. 


Cars in Colour 


One’s first impression of the show is that of colour. On 
English roads the little black car has become ubiquitous. 
The new models have blossomed out in greys and blues 
and greens, and the defiant red of an occasional sports car. 


A number of manufacturers’ chassis are displayed in the 
carriage work section, fitted with bodies specially designed 
and built. Refinements in upholstery and fittings include 
electrically operated divisions, blinds and windows ; fitted 
tadios, cupboards, mirrors and suitcases; and electric 
heating. There is little that can be described as bizarre. 


Allsections of the industry have made important advances 
since 1938 and, although present export commitments will 
preclude many from enjoying motoring in a post-war car, 
they can at Earls Court gain some comfort by dwelling on 
what isin store forthem. Notable developments illustrated 
are improved power-to-weight ratios, better suspension, 


more roominess, higher-quality finishes, and fuel economy 
resulting from improved engine design. 


The most carefully planned ‘‘ surprise ’’ of the show has 
been the Nuffield release of six completely new cars, the 
first of which has been shown this week simultaneously in 
75 countries. This is the Morris Oxford, a 13-4 h.p. car 
designed for a maximum speed of 70 m.p.h. and roomy 
enough to carry five or six passengers. Also included in 
the range is a new 8 h.p. Minor, claimed to be faster and 
more economical than its predecessor, and certainly having 
exceptional body-width and a most prepossessing appear- 
ance. The Morris Six is a luxurious 2:2 litre long-distance 
touring saloon. There are two new Wolseleys, the Six 
Kighty and the smaller Four Fifty, both of them redolent 
of comfort and power, and the piece de resistance is a new 
2} litre Riley drophead coupe, which has attained 100 
m.p.h. and incorporates all the features likely to appeal to 
those who motor for motoring’s sake. 

An attractive exhibit is the ‘‘ ghost ’’ of the new Hillman 
Minx, a model constructed for exhibition purposes in steel 
and Perspex, at a cost of £5,000. It has an orthodox 
chassis, which has been sectioned, and transparent coach- 
work moulded to the lines of the normal Minx body. The 
model is equipped with cut-away engine, gearbox and all 
other moving parts, and is fitted with neon lighting in such 
a way that the careful buyer need miss no detail. 


In order to gear production to the national need for 
economy the Rover Company are producing one chassis 
model only, but with a choice of four- or six-cylinder 
engines secured on ingeniously contrived flexible rubber 
mountings. A newly developed cylinder head design and 
a patented combustion chamber are said to combine 
outstanding performance with economy in fuel consumption. 


A handsome and now famous car on show is the Standard 
Vanguard, with its intelligent arrangement of doors, bonnet, 
seating and incidental equipment. The same makers 
present the Triumph Roadster which, although it has the 
appearance of a low-built sports car, can easily accommodate 
five people, and is designed primarily for comfort. 


Car with Disability Control 


The Ford 8 h.p. Anglia, 10 h.p. Prefect and V-8 Pilot cars 
appear in a sleek and pastel-shaded new look, and are the 
least expensive cars at the show. A feature of the Anglia 
is that it can be fitted with a disability control to com- 
pensate for the loss of any two limbs, except both arms. 


Fine workmanship is a feature of the whole range of 
Austins, from Devon through Hampshire to the Atlantic 
and finally to the very luxurious Sheerline with its built-in 
ventilation, heating and de-misting unit and radio speakers 
front and rear. 


Now that we are in the rarified atmosphere of Britain’s 
finest and best known manufacturers, a wistful glance may 
be spared for coach-built Daimlers, Bentleys and Rolls- 
Royces, one of which is offered for a mere £4,195 (plus 
£2,332 1s. 2d. purchase tax). Here is a world of solid 
walnut polished woodwork, best-quality leather, fine 
carpets with felt underlay, rope pulls to the rear door pillars 
and, of course, the engines for which these cars are famous. 


An interesting exhibit is John Cobb’s Railton, holder of 
many world’s records, including that for the flying mile at a 
speed of 394 m.p.h. 


Accessories and equipment are set out in endless variety, 
and I would not be so rash as even to attempt a cursory 
review of this section of the exhibition. So absorbing is it 
likely to prove to the enthusiast that I can well imagine the 
need for forcible ejections when tired attendants get the 
signal to call it a day. 


Britain’s first post-war Motor Show does the industry 
great credit. Overseas visitors may drive away from it in 
cars that are second to none. We others must be com- 
forted with a glow of pride in the achievements of this great, 
industry.

Evolution of Design

The Utility furniture scheme, sponsored by the Board of

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Cotton Industry Concentrates on 
Production, Quality and Costs 


PEAKING at the opening of the Cotton Board Con- 

ference at Harrogate on Friday, October 22, the 

President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
reviewed the position in the cotton industry since Sir 
Stafford Cripps addressed the Buxton Conference almost 
exactly 12 months ago. 

Since then the load placed on the cotton industry had 
had to be increased. The export target had gone up by 
about 15 per cent. (by value) and the end-1948 cotton yarn 
production target had gone up to 20 million lbs. a week. 
In some respects progress had been remarkable. In May 
and June of 1948 yarn production was 15 per cent. greater 
than a year earlier. Cotton cloth production increased by 
10 per cent. and total cloth production (including rayon) 
by 13 per cent. The output of doubled cotton yarns 
increased by nearly 17 per cent. The worst impact of 
shortage had, in fact, for the first time since the end of the 
war, switched from the spinning and doubling sections of 
the industry to the manufacturing end. 


Export Progress 


The increases, the figures of which he had given were 
the more creditable in that the increase in the labour force 
in those sections over the twelve months was only 7-10 
per cent. On the export side, progress had also been very 
good. Exports of cotton piece-goods in the first nine months 
of this year were 36 per cent. greater than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1947. In the first nine months of this year we 
exported a greater yardage than in the whole of 1947. 
Exports of rayon piece-goods—for most of which the cotton 
industry shared the credit—were about 40 per cent. up. 
The increase in the value of exports of the cotton group as 
a whole had been 63°6 per cent. as compared with the first 
nine months of 1947. 

We were within measurable distance of the end-year 
target of £13 million a month. These were excellent 
figures, although they were not really quite so good as they 
becanse they included substantial exports of 
imported cloth finished in this country. It was a- sad 
testimony to the inadequacy of our own production that 
in the twelve months to June 1948 we imported no less than 
166 million square yards of grey cloth, mainly for re-export. 


Home Market 


But although so much had been done, there was a 
formidable way still to go. The production targets we had 
set —— the level of production required if home supplies 

» to be maintained while the export targets were met. 
i xports must come first and they were coming first in the 
cotton industry. Not only were the export figures them- 
selves moving upwards (variations from month to month 
did not upset this marked general trend) but the proportion 
of the production of the industry which was being utilized 
for export was also rising. ‘This was satisfactory, although 
we should, of course, like to see still quicker progress, 
especially where such markets as Canada were concerned. 

sut what about the consumer at home, the residuary 
legatee, the unsecured creditor ? He was in a bad way. 
The figures of easy stocks in the shops and in the wholesale 
warehouses that were sometimes quoted did not tell the 
Whole story. These figures of stocks represented what 
happened in the basic textile industries a year ago. The 
picture of what was happening now ae lear. Inthe 
second quarter of 1947 over 28,000 tons of cotton yarn 
were delivered for home civilian needs, i.e. for clothing, 
household textiles and so forth. Deliveries in the same 
quarter against the export allocations were 17,400 tons. 
In the second quarter of 1948, when yarn deliveries for 
export purposes rose to 36,000 tons, deliveries for hoine 
civilian use fell to 22,000 tons. And in the third quarter, 
When export deliveries reached 37,000 tons, the home 
civilian market got only 19,000 tons. Yarn deliveries for 
home civilian purposes in the third quarter of 1948 were t! 
lowest since 1945. These figures of varn deliveries were 
the earliest clue we had to the w 1y things were 
out, and it was perfectly obvious that if the yarn was not 
coming through now the cloth would not be coming through 
In three months time nor the garments after that. Ind 
Some garment makers were already complaining of shortaye 
of cotton cloth—often in the same bres ath as they asked 
him to take off rationing. Other leading figures in the trade

had stopped pressing for the abolition of rationing because 
they could see a present shortage, likely to grow worse, 
of hy rtain cotton goods. 

The President said he had tried in his remarks to pay 
tribute to the real progress which the industry had made 
over the last year. Output had gone up and productivity 
had gone up. But he sounded a warning against flattering 
ourseives that marvels had been achieved. We were better 
off than we ee a year ago, but did that raise us to so high 
a standard ? No doubt many mills were still suffering 
from insufficie nt and unbalanced labour forces, and other 
difficulties had been and were hampering production. 
Moreover, there had probably been an improvement over 
the past year. But it was a sobering thought that a!l our 
efforts to date had left us no better off in production per 
hour than we were in 1939, as a recent investigation had 
shown, and nothing had been gained, so far as direct 
production was concerned, to offset the shorter working 
week. 

The President ended by saying that the cotton industry 
had had a renaissance which no one could have dared to 
forecast in the 1930’s. The workers found earnings and 
conditions of work vastly improved ; and so were profits 
and dividends. There was in some minds an underlying 
fear that these conditions would be as evanescent as the 
boom of 1918-20. He did not share that fear. The cir- 
cumstances of to-day were very different from those days. 
Given an efficient industry there was no reason why 
wrosperity should not continue. Export markets were 
there, waiting for us. The home market could be greatly 
expanded if increased production were there to meet all 
requirements, and the more increased efficiency could 
reduce costs and selling prices, the larger would be the 
market available. So the prosperity of the industry could 
be assured, given more production, and above all maximum 
efficiency and lower costs. The best supports the industry 
could have, the most secure buttresses against the stress 
and strains that time would bring, were to be found in 
high production, high quality and low costs. 


Spread of Technical Knowledge 

Welcoming visitors from overseas, Ministers and other 
guests of the Crown, Sir Raymond Streat, Chairman of the 
Cotton Board, said the purpose of the conference was to 
spread knowledge of the technical methods by which the 
cotton industry could achieve progress in production, 
quality and costs. It was a commonplace that the cotton 
industry was exceedingly complex. In fact, it was not one 
industry but several, and it produced not one product but 
thousands. There was, therefore, no single description 
ov diagnosis which might be universally applied in their 
struggle to raise, step by step to ever greater heights, the 
level of efficiency, measuring efficiency no less in umes un. 
terms than in those of technical progress. The object was 
to make the best use of every man-hour of available labour 
and every poundsworth of existing capital assets, together 
with every pound of new capital that could be wisely 
invested. To achieve these aims in so diversified an 
industry there was room for considerable variation in 
method and technique. Accordingly they had invited a 
number of experts to contribute papers setting out their 
views and theories. 

None could deny that our most urgent need was to raise 
the level of production. In so doing, quality must always 
be very much in view for there was no room to doubt that 
nothing but the highest levels of quality would retain for 
Lancashire a position of leadership in world textile trad: 
Costs might seem to bave been a trifle less important unde 
war conditions and immediately after the war, but the time 
had already come when costs and prices were vital con

Financial Provision

operation of their work-people. Otherwise they and 
whole community would miss the tide.

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Committee on Weights 


IE President of the Board of Trade has appointed a 

committee to review the existing legislation on Weights 

and Measures and the administration of these laws, 
and to make recommendations for bringing these into line 
with present-day requirements. The committee is likely 
to consider, among other things, the best methods of 
administering the Weights and Measures legislation, the 
suitability of existing fundamental standards and the need 
for the compulsory verification of a number of weighing 
and measuring appliances which have come into use since 
the last legislation was passed. The committee will also 
examine whether certain present provisions should be 
extended to cover a wider range of commodities and to 
apply to the wholesale trade as well as retail. 

The committee will be under the chairmanship of Sir 
Edward Hodgson, a former Second Secretary of the Board 
of Trade, and its members will be drawn from the manu- 
facturing, wholesaling and retailing trades and from the 
consuming public, as well as from the scientific world and 
from those who have had experience in administering the 
existing laws. The subject is complex, and the committee, 
which will hold its first meeting in the near future, will be 
inviting the many interested bodies to submit evidence. 
The enquiry is, therefore, likely to last for at least a year, 
after which consideration will be given to the introduction 
of such new legislation as the committee may recommend,

This year 
the total output was 20-9 million Ibs., 4 per cent. aboy, 
the previous peak of last October and 29 per cent. more tha:

set up under the Chairmanship of Sir John D 
Cockcroft, Director of the Ministry of Supply’s Atomi 
Energy Research Establishment, Harwell. 

The committee includes representatives of the Medical 
Research Council, the Agricultural Research Council and 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research- 
the last-named representing universities and industria! 
interests. 

The Ministry states that while isotopes are in shor 
supply, the committee will decide questions of allocation t 
research workers in science and industry in accordance wit! 
the urgency of the investigation and the facilities availabl 
for its conduct. 

The committee will also satisfy itself that adequat 
precautions to safeguard public health are taken in thé 
handling and disposal of radioactive materials. 

‘* Gleep,” the low energy pile at Harwell, is providing 
limited quantities of radioactive isotopes and facilities fol 
experimental workers. Arrangements have been made t 
buy United States and Canadian radioactive isotopes t 


supplement these supplies, until the large pile at Llarwe: 


is operating at full power. 

Persons requiring isotopes must have their request 
sponsored by the Medical Research Council or the Agit 
cultural Research Council or the Department of Scicntif! 
and Industrial Research. 

Several purchases have already been made under thes 
arrangements, mainly for medical research purposes.

Holidays Affect 


HE holidays affected supplies of some consumer goods 

to the home civilian market in August, but the principal 

clothing items for which monthly figures are available 
showed only slight changes compared with July. Rubber 
‘ar supplies were up by almost a eigenen: although 
non-rubber types rose by only 2 per cent.; non-wool cloth 
rose by 4 per cent., while wool cloth fell by 5 per cent. Of 
other items a drop of about a quarter in clocks and watches 
was mainly due to falls in imports.

machines were slightly less than a quarter of the figure 
for a year ago.

Imports of Boxed Fresh White Fish: The Minister of 
Food has made the following arrangements for the import 
of boxed fresh white fish for the four week period October 31 
to November 27, 1948 :— 

The maximum weekly authorized quantities remain as

United Kingdom Winter Air Services : Highest frequency 
of services shown in British European Airways’ Winter 
Schedules, which come into force on October 31, is on the 
inter-island ferry between Jersey and Guernsey, which 
maintains seven flights a day in each direction. From the 
mainland there will be three return flights a day from 
Northolt to Jersey, and two to Guernsey ; and from South- 
ampton a daily service to Jersey, 18 a’ week to Guernsey 
and two a week to Alderney. Guernsey and Alderney 
will be linked by nine return services a week. 

As was the case last winter, there will be two return 
services every weekday between London and Glasgow. 
The London-Belfast and the Glasgow-Belfast routes will 
also have morning and afternoon services in each direction. 

Beyond Glasgow, the routes serving the Western Isles, 
Outer Hebrides, Aberdeen, Inverness, Wick, Orkney and 
Shetland, will have from one to three services every week- 
day. 

Lancashire will be linked to the Isle of Man and Northern 
Ireland by a weekday Manchester-Liverpool-Belfast service, 
and a service twice every weekday between Liverpoo! and 
the Isle of Man, one of which goes on to Belfast every 
morning, and back to the Isle of Man early in the afternoon.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Media for Biological Percolating Filters: The British 
Standards Institution has published B.S. 1438:1948, 
Media for biological percolating filters, which prescribes 
the requirements for media used in biological percolating 
filters for treatment of sewage, water, and certain trade 
waste waters. 

The function of the medium in a percolating filter is to 
provide an extended surface to serve as a support for the 
organisms, including bacteria and fungi, which bring about 
the purification of polluted liquids supplied to the filter. 

Manv different materials have been used satisfactorily 
as filter media including coke, clinker, gravel, crushed stone, 
and slag. 

Experience has shown that the most important factors 
governing the suitability of medium for use in a per 
colating filter are durability, uniformity of size, shape of the 
pieces ‘of medium, cleanness, nature of surface, chemical 
inertness. and mechanical properties. The specification 
makes provision for assessing these qualities and provides 
methods of sampling, of analysis and of testing. 

At present there is a lack of quantitative data on some 
of these factors and it is not yet possible to lay down rigid 
requirements for all of them. Further experience in the 
field may make it desirable to amplify the present standard 


at a later date. ; =

Tie-on Tag Labels (other than metal labels); Definitions 
and Sizes of Folders and Files for Correspondence Filing :

Standards 
have already been issued for personal stationery (B.S. 1360), 
ind printers cards and blanks (B.S.1411). The Institution 
has now published two further standards in this series, 
namely B.S. 1466, Tie-on Tag Labels (other than metal 
labels), and B.S. 1467, Definitions and Sizes of Folders and 
Files for Correspondence Filing. 

The loss of address labels from packages has long been 


recognized as one of the frequent causes of delay or non- 
delivery of parcels and consignments of goods, and it is 
considered that the use of good quality labels will over- 


ome this difficulty to a considerable extent. Shortage of 
raw naterials may make it difficult for manufacturers con- 
sistently to meet all the requirements of the present 
standard. It is hoped, however, that they will make every 
effort to work to it. 

The standard for folders and files has been prepared to 
cover these articles for correspondence filing. They may 
of course also be used for other purposes, but the standard 
does not purport to include folders and files for such special 
purposes.

Staff Location Systems : The Codes of Practice Committee 
has issued as a draft for comment Code 327.402 ‘‘ Staff 
Location Systems,”’ prepared by a committee convened by 
the Institution of Electrical Engineers. 

This Code is intended primarily for the requirements of 
hew buildings, but it is also applicable to installations in 
existing buildings. 

The following types of systems are described :— 

(a) Those employing a single lamp, bell or other sounder 

at each signal point. 

(b) Those employing two or more lamps at each signal 

point. 

(c) Those employing electro-mechanically operated 

indicators. 

Information is given on characteristics of the signals 
(whether audible, visual or a combination of both), the 
type of equipment used and the necessary wiring systems. 

As it is usual for staff location and private telephone 
systems to be linked, this aspect is fully covered by the 
Code. 

Power supply arrangements are considered and there are 
recommendations on the choice of the source of power and 
operating voltages for particular conditions and types of 
installation; guidance is also given on the selection of 
Suitable cables, wires and fittings. 

With the present day complex wiring systems in buildings, 
provision must be made during construction for cable runs 
in chases and ducts ; this calls for the closest collaboration 
between ali parties concerned and the information given in 
the Code should assist in all aspects of planning. 
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” 


An appendix, ‘‘ Segregation of circuits,’’ defines ‘‘ very 
low’’ voltages and discusses electrical interference and 
safety requirements in relation to telecommunication cir- 
cuits. A further appendix describes a number of types of 
cables and wires, not at present covered by British Stan- 
dards, and supplements the usual list of British Standard 
materials, appliances and components given elsewhere in 
the Code. 

The Code is in draft form and subject, before final publi- 
cation, to amendment in the light of comments received.

Use of Steel for Structural Building: ‘The Codes of 
Practice Committee and the British Standards Institution 
have made possible a considerable advance in the economical 
design of steel or reinforced concrete structures by the 
publication this year of Codes of Practice for the use of 
structural steel and reinforced concrete in buildings and 
the revision of the British Standard Specifications for the 
use of steel in buildings and for structural steel. These 
Codes and revised Standards have been prepared by com- 
mittees of experts in their respective professional and 
industrial fields, amended in the light of comments received 
on the drafts and finally approved by the professional 
institutions and the industrial and Government bodies 
concerned. They mark a significant post-war advance in 
structural engineering, based on experience, recent research 
and improvements in materials, and their general adoption 
may be expected to yield considerable savings in the 
tonnage of steel used for buildings of all kinds where steel 
or reinforced concrete framework or members are required.

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Southern Rhodesia in the Post-war Period 


This article was written for the Board of Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner

f the world, Southern Rhodesia will be able to look 
ack upon the immediate post-war years as a period of 
intensive development and, even more, of forward-thinking 
and planning. 
‘he war, with its extraordinary stimulus to local effort 
both in raw material production and in secondary industry, 
had inspired many enterprises and fired leaders and white 
population alike with enthusiasm for further rapid develop- 
many fields. True, here, as elsewhere, the 
world-wide scarcity of capital equipment, 
building materials, etc., has been keenly felt. This, coupled 
with the accumulated backlog of what might be called 
“normal” developments (e.g. road and rail developments, 
normal population increases, town-

planning schemes shelved during the war. ete.), has led to 
a fecling of frustration in those anxious to press on with 
the many attractive development schemes with their 
promise of increased and more responsible national status. 

However, despite these difficulties, Southern Rhodesia 


has still succeeded in making good strides towards these 
goals. The return of her young people from war-time 
occupations both abroad and at home, to resume or com- 
mence their peace-time life, naturally gave a fillip to every 
type of normal expansion. This has been supplemented 
by the influx of immigrants from the United Kingdom and 
other parts of Evrope in numbers which, compared with the 
country’s pre-war white population of 61,000, have been 
phenomenal. New arrivals amounted to as many as 22,131 
in the 18 months ended June 30, 1948, bringing the total 
white population, at that date, up to 105,000. The native 
population today is about one and three quarter millons, 


Post-war Problems 


This influx of white settlers, plus the normal increase in 
population and the exceptional post-war development of 
commerce and industry, have aggravated such problems 
as housing, transport and food. It is difficult to see, 
however, how that spiral could have been avoided because 
the solution of most of those problemg depends to a con- 
siderable extent upon the availability of greater numbers of 
European skilled workers in the Colony, the arrival of whom 
inevitably increases still further the demand for those same 
services and facilities which are in short supply. 

The spotlight has in recent years been focused strongly 
upon Southern Rhodesia, with her mineral wealth, smali 
white population, pleasant climate and open spaces and it 
is no wonder that so many have been attracted to the 
country from Britain and other lands whose war-time and 
post-war stringencies of life have proved irksome. 

Not only has the country attracted the settler but there 
has also been an enormous increase of interest on the part 
of commercial and industrial concerns in Britain, the 
United States, Canada and elsewhere. The number of 
business visitors to this country since 1946 has been steadily 
increasing ; so have the numbers of overseas firms secking 
hew contacts here for the distribution of their goods. Many 
of these firms have previously done some business in 
Southern Rhodesia through the medium of representatives 
in the Union of South Africa but to-day are realizing that, 
despite its comparatively small white population, this 
country is, in fact, a separate unit and not merely a part 
of the larger South African market. More and more 
United Kingdom firms are realizing that there is in this 
self-governing Colony, a growing individuality and ‘‘ self- 
consciousness”? and a strong resentment against any 
suggestion of being an appendage—politically or economic- 
ally—of any other territory. Appreciation of this attitude 
is resulting in more firms placing their main agencies (as 
distinct. from sub-agencies) in Southern Rhodesia itself to 


cover this country and, in many cases, the adjoining 
territories of Northern Rhodesia, Nyasaland and Portuguese 
East Africa. 


Expansion of Commerce 


Commercially, therefore, there has been a good deal of 
expansion. Many older firms have increased their size 
and widened their activities and many new firms have 
sprung up in all fields of commerce and trade to meet the 
new local demands. There may even have been a tendency 
towards over-rapid growth in some directions. For example, 
a number of small new firms of agents have commenced 
business, inspired in some cases by the easy ‘‘ sellers’ 
market ”’ but overlooking the eventual levelling of supply 
and demand and it is very likely that, as goods become more 
readily available, the market will prove too small, for some 
time, to provide adequate business for all of them. Already 
there is a noticeable trend towards amalgamation on the 
part of some of the smaller firms and it would not be 
surprising if some of the more recently established should 
disappear altogether during the next year or two. Ina 
country of such great distances between centres of popula- 
tion, the costs of commercial travelling are high, yet it is 
necessary for agents to cover all those centres to obtain 
business. Thus, the small, one-man firms are immediately 
handicapped by inability to travel with any frequency 
without fear of losing business opportunities in their own 
locality and many such firms are considering mergers or 
mutual arrangements with others, similarly situated but 
with non-conflicting interests, in other parts of the country. 

Industrially, Southern Rhodesia has already done much 
since the war to justify the optimism of its people and the 
interest of outside participants. Among the most important 
developments the following may be cited :— 


Coal, Iron and Steel 


The coal mines at Wankie are today producing about 
157,500 short tons a month. Much of this output is ear- 
marked for the State-owned iron and steel works (RISCOM) 
at Que Que, the construction of which was started in 1946 
and which commenced production in April 1948. The 
present capacity of this plant is 90 tons of steel a day 
22,000 tons of molten steel a year) but the actual rate of 
output today, allowing for conversion losses, etc., is about 
17,600 tons of steel sections a year. 

The iron ore is located at Que Que and, in close proximity, 
are enormous deposits of the necessary limestone. ‘lhe 
steel plant is designed with a view to simple expansion 
eventually to four times its present capacity. Several 
related industrial enterprises in the form of foundries, 
factories for the production of agricultural equipment, 
miscellaneous iron and steel goods, pipes, tubes, ete., 
already exist and others are planned. 


Textiles 


The State-operated cotton spinning plant at Gatooma, 
established in July 1943 is today of very real assistance 
in meeting the requirements of cotton yarn for use by the 
several local weaving, knitting and clothing concerns who, 
in turn, are contributing considerably to the supply of 
piece-goods, garments, etc., for the enormous native market 
in this and adjoining territories. Southern Rhodesia’s 
own native population of one and three quarter million 
will give an idea of the extent of that demand. 


Chrome 

This is one of the main—if not the largest—potential 
dollar-earning products of Southern Rhodesia. It is 
obtained from the mines at Selukwe and also at Lalapansi, 
Makwern. Darwindale and elsewhere along the Great Dyke 
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(or Umvukwe Mountains). Chrome is playing a very 
important part in the Colony’s economy and in the general 
interests of the Commonwealth’s dollar pool. Its part is, 
however, unfortunately restricted at present by the shortage 
of rolling-stock on the Rhodesian Railways, which have 
to serve also the export needs of the higher dollar-valued 
copper from the mines of Northern Rhodesia. Despite this 
handicap, however, over 128,000 tons of chrome, valued at 
£587,000, were exported in the first six months of 1948. 

The Great Dyke itself is a most interesting geological 
occurence, running roughly North and South for some 
330 miles through the middle of the Colony and varying in 
width from 3 to 6 miles, and chrome deposits exist along 
both margins for most of its length. 
Tobacco 

Highest in value on the list of the country’s exports 
(nearly 23 million lbs. of leaf, valued at £3°8 million in the 
first half of 1948). tobacco has, in the past year, enjoyed a 
considerable boom, due largely to the dollar situation and 
Britain’s need to reduce her purchases from hard-currency 
It is to be hoped that this encouragement will 
result in the more far-sighted growers developing both 
quality and volume in future years and ‘‘ cashing-in”’ on 
the large and valuable permanent market in the United 
Kingdom with qualities and types which will suit the 
popular taste in Britain when free choice is again possible. 


Gold 

In the case of gold, the picture is rather less satisfactory. 
The value of production has fallen from £5,820,000 in 1938 
to £4,509,000 in 1947 with a corresponding decrease in the 
exports of bar gold in recent years. In the first half of 
1948, although still the second highest individual item in 
value, gold exports amounted to £2,191,000 as compared 
with £2,268,000 and £2,380,000 respectively in the corres- 
ponding periods of 1947 and 1946. This decline is probably 
mainly due to greatly increased costs of production. 

There are many other, though perhaps less spectacular 
and less publicised industrial developments which, never- 
theless, are playing an important part in Southern Rhodesia’s 
rapid advance towards maturity. Engineering works, 
agricultural machinery and equipment factories, cement 
plants, brick-making, tanneries, aluminium and other 
metal fabrication, plastics, to quote only a few, are under- 
takings which, though perhaps small when judged by 
European or American standards, show every sign of 
flourishing and will undoubtedly develop. Many United 
Kingdom manufacturers are turning their attention to 
the possibilities of local production and some have already 
taken the first steps towards establishing or transferring 
their factories here.

Development Schemes 


There are also several other large-scale projects which 
are still in the planning stage since their actual development 
cannot commence until more definite information is 
available and more exhaustive survey and preparation have 
been undertaken. Among these, two in particular have 
received a good deal of internal and external attention. 
These are :—-The Kariba Gorge Hydro-Electric Scheme and 
the Sabi Valley Development Scheme. 

The former, briefly, has for its aim the harnessing of 
power from the Zambesi and the irrigation and electrifica- 
tion of an enormous and hitherto undeveloped area. It 
has been under active consideration for some years and 
upon its successful completion would probably depend 
many most important projects. These include further 
large-scale mining and iron and steel developments from 
mineral resources which, though perhaps uneconomic to 
work to-day, would be considered practicable if the avail- 
ability of cheap hydro-electric power on such a scale could 
be assured. Such a power supply, too, would be likely to 
attract a wide range of secondary industries and could 
provide veritable ‘‘ seven-league boots ’”’ for the country’s 
progress. 

The Sabi Valley, lying to the South East of the Colony 
and bordering on Portuguese East Africa, is thought to have 
great potentialities for agricultural and pastoral develop- 
ment if it could be adequately irrigated. A thorough 
investigation into these potentialities is at present being 
undertaken by an organization of world-wide repute whose 
report next year is awaited with keen interest in three 
continents. If it can be achieved, this project would result 
not only in great agricultural expansion but also in many 
complementary developments which might well alter the 
whole picture of this country’s economy. 

However, it is well to remember that these two large- 
scale schemes are still in the exploratory stage and much 
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harm could be done by ill-informed and premature head- 
lining. Despite the country’s justifiable optimism, Southern 
Rhodesia’s leaders are well balanced in their attitude 
towards these and other projects now under consideration, 
It is realized that, offsetting the most promising of prospects 
and reports, are the hard facts of the supply situation which 
might well defer for several years the availability of much 
of the engineering plant and equipment necessary for such 
major developments. 

Meanwhile, the normal economy of the country must be 
conducted on a realistic day-to-day basis, current problems 
faced and overcome and plans laid for a steady, if not 
spectacular progress. 


Trade Prospects 

Having voluntarily entered the Commonwealth Dollar 
Pool, Southern Rhodesia is endeavouring to play her full 
part in economizing in her hard-currency expenditure. 
She is conserving her available dollars to the utmost by 
reserving them for use only on essentials not obtainable 
from sterling sources. This fact provides an excellent 
opportunity for United Kingdom manufacturers already 
in the market to improve upon their present position and 
for others to obtain or regain a footing in a market whose 
white population, through force of circumstances, has com- 
pelled importers in recent years to purchase on a large 
scale elsewhere, they have nevertheless continued to be 
extremely well-disposed towards British products and would 
be only too glad to increase the volume of their business 
with the United Kingdom. It should be clearly understood, 
however, that price and quality will remain prime factors 
in any such business and, whatever the position as regards 
foreign competition is to-day temporarily eliminated, a 
firm and permanent footing in this market can be assured 
to Britain only if her products are proved to be com- 
petitively priced and of that standard of quality upon which 
her pre-war reputation was built. 

In a wide range of goods, some of our competitors 
notably the United States and Canada—have justifiably 
earned very high reputations among Rhodesian customers, 
not only in quality and price but also in such matters as 
suitability, design and presentation. That experience will 
inevitably provide the yardstick by which United Kingdom 
products will be measured in the future. 

Any suspicion that United Kingdom manufacturers or 
exporters are now offering inferior or unduly expensive 
goods would be fatal to our long-term interests in this 
country but, if the right qualities and prices can be offered 
to-day, while the need is great and competition reduced, 
there is little doubt that they will consolidate and retain 
permanently their position in this market.

A later Decision of the Greek Ministry of National 
Keonomy (No. 171212 of October 6) provides that applica 
tions for the extension of the validity of import licences 
which are submitted to it by Greek importers, must be 
accompanied by the originals, or legalized copies, of letters 
or telegrams from the exporters of the goods, setting forth 
the new estimate of the date of delivery of the goods con- 
cerned and justifying the causes which have rendered 
necessary the extension of the licence.

Amendment to Import Regulations : The United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner at Colombo has forwarded copies of 
*xtracts from the Ceylon Government Gazette, Nos. 9907 
and 9908, dated September 24 and 30, 1948, respectively, 
Which give the following information :— 

Umbrellas are included in the list of goods which may 

not be imported under Open General Licence No. 1. 

Umbrellas are deleted from the list of goods which 

may be imported under Open General Licence No. 4. 

These amendments make umbrellas subject to individual 
import licensing. 
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United States of America 

Invoices for Braids, Plaits, etce., for trimming hats. 
A United States Treasury Decision (T.D. 52020), published 
on September 2, 1948, provides that invoices of imported 
braids, plaits, laces and willow sheets or squares subject 
to the provisions of item 1504 (a) of the Trade Agreement 
with Switzerland concluded in 1936, and invoices of 
imported braids and bandings subject to the provisions 
of the first item 1529 (a) of the same Trade Agreement 
must contain a statement showing the gross weight of 
each package and the net weight of each package and 
the net weight per piece of each different pattern contained 
in each package. 

These requirements became effective 30 days after 
publication in the weekly Treasury Decisions. 

The items referred to above are as follows : 

1504 (a) Braids, plaits, laces, and willow sheets or squares, in chief 
value of straw, chip, paper, grass, palm leaf, willow, osier, 
rattan, real horsehair, cuba bark, or manila hemp, and 
braids and plaits in chief value of ramie, all the fore- 
going suitable for making or ornamenting hats, bonnets, 
or hoods, and containing a substantial part of rayon or 
other synthetic textile (but not in chief value thereof). 

1529 (a) Braids (including braids or bandings made wholly or in 
part of braids), suitable for making or ornamenting hats, 
bonnets, or hoods, loom woven and ornamented in the 
process of weaving, or made by hand, or ona lace, knitting, 
or braiding machine, composed wholly or in chief value 
of rayon or other synthetic textiie, or of yarn, threads, or 
filaments other than cotton, valued at more than $1 per 
pound. 

Tariff Classifications: The following decisions regarding 
the tariff classification of certain goods imported into the 
United States have been published in the weekly Treasury 
Decisions ('T.D. 52028). 

(1) Concentrated oxgall is properly dutiable as an advanced 
drug at the rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 34 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified. 

(2) Increment borer.—A hand tool used to bore into posts 
to obtain samples of the wood, consisting of a hollow borer, 
an extractor, and a handle, when imported as a complete 
unit, and the hollow borer, if imported separately or with 
the handle, are classifiable as other cutting tools at the 
rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 396, Tariff 
Act of 1930. This ruling will result in the assessment of 
duty at a higher rate than has heretofore been applicable 
under a uniform and established practice.

HE Board of Trade isinformed that the local press in 

Athens carried a notice on October 8 to the effect that 

subsequent to the promulgation of a new Greek Law 
‘* Regarding modification of the Customs Code,’ all 
Chambers of Commerce and Commercial Associations in 
Greece have been informed by the Piraeus Port Authorities 
that the consignees of merchandise lying in Customs Ware- 
houses or Bonded Stores, must, within 45 days of publication 
of the Law, submit to the Customs Authorities declarations 
to the effect that they are in possession of valid import 
licences and that such goods will be cleared within the time 
limit of 45 days. 

Should the merchandise not be cleared from the Customs 
within 45 days, it will be considered as ‘* Unclaimed 
Goods ”’ and sold by auction. 

The Law was published on September 24. The regula- 
tion therefore means that the consignees of goods in respect 
of which import licences have not been issued, must re-export 
the goods by November 8, otherwise they will be impounded 
by the Customs Authorities and sold for account of the 
Greek Government. 


Import Licensing Regulations in 
British Colonies 


The following amendment should be made to the parti- 
culars which were given in the Board of Trade Journal 
of October 2, page 655, and subsequent notices about the 
treatment accorded to goods of United Kingdom origin 
in certain British Colonies :— 

KENYA AND UGANDA- 

The Programmed List (Goods which cannot be imported 
from the United Kingdom without a licence specifically 
issued by the Imports Controller) is amended by the addition 
of the item ‘‘ Lead compounds” after the words ‘‘ Jute 
Goods.”’ 

No information has so far been received that this amend- 
ment applies to Tanganyika.

Revalidation of Machine Tool Licences: The Indian Trade 
Journal of July 22, 1948, contains a copy of Notification 
No. DT-4/157/48 issued by the Government of India, which 
states that licences excepting those falling under the purview 
of the ‘‘ Capital Goods Scheme,” for the import of machine 
tools, specified in Part VI of the Import Trade Control] 
Schedule (see Board of Trade Journal of August 16, 1947, 
page 1415) which were originally valid for shipment up to 
June 30, 1948, stand automatically revalidated to cover 
shipments up to December 31, 1948. 

Licences revalidated up to June 30, 1948, and requiring 
further revalidation must be submitted to Development 
Officer (Tools) and Machine Tool Controller, together with 
relevant documents in support of the request for revalida- 
tion. These licences will be dealt with individually on 
merits. 

Licensing of steel wire and wire products: The United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has forwarded 
a copy of a Public Notice of September 27, 1948, issued by 
the Iron and Steel Controller, Ministry of Industry and 
Supply, which states inter alia that nu import licences will 
be issued for black or galvanized wire of the qualities, 
sizes and gauges manufactured in India :—viz., galvanized 
wire 16G and thicker, and plain wire (hard bright and 
annealed), 22G and thicker and wire nails. 

Amendment: The following amendment should be made 
to the Notice published under the heading ‘‘Relaxations 
in Indian Import Licensing Regulations” in the Board of 
Trade Journal of October 16, 1948, page 758 :—

Drug Rules 1945: The United Kingdom Trade Commis- 
sioner at New Delhi has forwarded copies of Notifications 
Nos. F 1. 2/48-D (1), (II) and (III) of September 29, 1948, 
issued by the Ministry of Health, Government of India, the 
effect of which, is to postpone until April 1, 1949, the date 
on which the rules relating to the labelling of patent and 
proprietary medicines, will come into force.

Import of Bleaching Powder : A Public Notice issued by 
the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi, on September 27, 
1948, states that the maximum c.i.f. price for import of 
bleaching powder has been fixed at Rs. 360 per ton if 
imports are made in 3 to 4 cwt. packing and at Rs. 380 
per ton if imported in 1 cwt. packing minimum.

International Bicycle and 
Motor Cycle Show 


HE International Bicycle and Motor Cycle Exhibition, 

to be staged at Earls Court from November 18-24, 

will be the biggest of its kind yet presented in London. 
The organizers have let 136,000 square feet of space, and 
there will be 180 exhibitors fully covering all departments 
of the bicycle and motor cycle industry. 

There will be a comprehensive range of parts and 
accessories. Overseas buyers can place orders either for 
eomplete machines or, if they are themselves manufacturers 
or assemblers, for the necessary component parts and 
specialities. Every kind of commercial transaction asso- 
ciated with the industry can be conducted at the show; 
all the joint stock banks have taken space, and the Export 
Promotion Department of the Board of Trade will have an 
information bureau. 

Ten years have passed since the last exhibition, and 
motor cycle manufacturers in particular have gained a 
tremendous amount of experience as a result of their wartime 
activities. Much progress has also been made in the pro- 
duction of a lightweight bicycle, and even the standard 
machine is appreciably lighter than it used to be owing to 
the more extensive use of light alloys for component parts. 
Highly coloured bicycles are available for the African and 
Indian markets, 

The motor cycles on view will cover a wide range, starting 
with lightweights of 98 c.c. (about 1 h.p.) which are as 
simple to ride as a bicycle, and passing through a variety 
of medium-sized popular machines to 1,000 c.é. designs, 
one of which is billed as ‘‘ the world’s fastest standard 
motor cycle.”” The British machines which scored such a 
success in the 1948 International Six Days’ Trial in Italy 
will be on show at the respective manufacturers’ stands. 

Field-Marshal the Viscount Montgomery, K.G., G.C.B., 
D.S.0O., will open the exhibition, and visits are expected 
from the Minister of Supply and the President of the Board 
of Trade.
